He was Commissioner General of 
the Netherlands to the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, and for his 
services was knighted by the Queen 
of the Netherlands into the Order 
of Orange-Nassau. 

Ten Broek, an Episcopalian, of 
recent years took an intense inter- 
est in home missions. For many 
years he was active in the affair# 
of the Bethel Mission at Secord 
and Olive streets, and in more ra- 
cent years of the Niedringhaua, 
Mission. 

He was educated in the publi« 
schools of St. Louis and graduated 
from the old St. Louis Law Schoo’ 
affiliated with Washington Univer- 
sity. He was married in 1893 to 
Miss Florence Lorraine Colby, who 
died in 1914.

A written confession, made and 
signed in the presence of five wit- 
nesses, that on Feb. 4 he felonious- 
ly drove an automobile away, aft- 
er having run down and killed 5- 
year-old Michael] Seitz, was disre- 
garded by a jury in Judge Hamil- 
ton’s court, which, after three days" 
testimony and argument yesterday 
acquitted Herman Young, a negro, 
the owner-driver of the car. 

The confession was made Feb. 
8 to Capt. Kirk of the Soulard 
Street Police Station, put in writ- 
ing and then read to the negro, 
who was composed and showed nv 
evidence of ill-treatment during 
the 24 hours of his incarceration. 
His signature was witnessed ani 
signed by two other police officers, 
two negroes, who were arrested 
with Young as having been in the 
car at the time, and a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. 

Jury Disregards Confession. 

At the time the reporter asked 
Young.jif he had been treated well 
and the reply was yes. The re- 
porter also asked why the negr» 
fled. The negro hesitated, and 
when it was suggested that he “was 
afraid and did not know what he 
was doing,’ the negro replied again 
in the affirmative. 

All this was testified to, but the 
jury chose to believe Youneg’s story. 
that he had been led to the police 
station basement and whipped 
with barrel staves and a billy un- 
til he agreed fo confess. Also they 
accepted the testimony of other 
negroes that Young was at hi: 
home at 212 Johnson street, prac- 


ticing dance steps with a gir}. 
Boy Aided in Arrest.
